Reaches Port.

A Policeman Who Smoked as He

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20.—The coal- 
laden bark Germania, one of the eight 
sailing vessels overdue between San Fran- 
cisco and northern ports, came into port 
this afternoon. When she came ,to an- 
chor in the harbor she was quickly 
boarded by several persons eager for any 
information of the other missing and 
overdue vessels. Capt. Pearson could 
give them no consolation. He had seen 
nothing of the missing colliers, Montser- 
rat and Keweenaw, nor had he sighted any 
of the seven sailing vessels which are 
considered to be overdue between San 
Francisco and Oregon, Washington and 
British Columbia ports. 

None of these seven vessels have been 
longer out than the Germania, which was 
} eighteen days from Seattle, and it is but 
reasonable to suppose that they have met 
with no more serious mishaps than be- 
fell the Germania. Capt. Pearson in his 
report states that on December 9, in 45 
deg. 30 min. N., 126 deg. W. the Germa- 
nia ran. into a hurricane from the south. 
For hours the bark was swept by a ter- 
rific wind and a terrible sea, but she 
finally weathered the gale, sustaining no 
more serious damage than the loss of sev- 
eral sails. During the rest of the voyage 
to this port she experienced very rough 
weather and head-winds. 

The revenue cutter Richard Rush, which 
left Neah Bay, near Cape Filattery, on 
Sunday last to search for the missing 
vessels, came into port this evening. 
Captain Hooper reports that he went sea- 
ward twenty miles out of his course and 
that though he kept a man continually at 
the masthead during the entire voyage 
from Neah Bay, the Rush saw no signs 
of any vessel or wreckage. Were the 
MOhtserrat and Keweenaw afloat at sea, 
the Rush would undoubtedly have sighted 
them. That the Rush sighted none of 
the missing sailing vesseis is not re- 
garded as particularly strange, inasmuch 
as they would naturally stand far out to 
sea in stormy weather. | 


DANGER AHEAD. 


High ,Southeast Gales Anticipated 
from San Francisco Northward. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20.—According 
to signals displayed by the Weather Bu- 
reau dangerous storms now central off the 
mouth of the Columbia River are antici- 
pated. High southeast gales are antici- 
pated from San Francisco northward. 

The fact that storm-signals indicating 
the approach of severe gales from the 
southeast were exhibited -all along the 
coasts of California, Oregon and Washing- 
ton today added to the apprehension of 
shipowners who have vessels at sea sup- 
posed to be in the track of the storm. 
The approaching storm is expected to 
expend its fury off the mouth of the Co- 
lumbia River. The Weather Bureau re- 
ports that for the next twenty-four ‘hours 
the cale will be so severe as to be unus- 
uall® dangerous to vessels. 

HEAVY FALL OF SNOW. 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 20.—But little rain 
fell here today, although the. weather was 
blustering and cloudy. A pretty stiff 
southeaster is blowing tonight. On the 
mountains along the railroad considerable 
snow fell, the fall at Cisco being three 
feet. There is now upward of nine feet 
at the summit. There is a heavy snow- 
storm along the Oregon line in the Siski- 
you Mountains, and it is working south. 
No trains have yet had trouble on either 
road.

Only Sandstorms.

BAKERSFIELD, Dec. 20.—Out. on the 
bleak desert, many miles from habitation, 
vegetation, water and even the haunts of 
coyotes and rabbits, lies the site of Con- 
cord, the cacti-strewn ‘‘town”’ that is still 
creating some exciterhent amohg gullible 
Eastern people of a speculative turn of 
mind. | 

Recent inquiries from a large number of 
Eastern people to local officials and law- 
yers show that this desert town of Con- 
cord is still being used as a means of 
swindling Eastern buyers of small means. 
It is better known in the East than here, 
for it has no local history except as be- 
ing one of the worst swindles in the West. 
It ig managed by. some Chicago sharpers 
whowhave no connection with any indi- 
vidu&b or firm here, and who do all their 
business on paper. Notwithstanding the 
frequent exposures of these schemes by 
the local press, victims are constantly 
coming to light, and transactions in this 
worthless property are of daily occurrence. 

ree fraudulent townsite schemes have 
come to light so far. One is on the alkali 
plains near Delano; another on the barren 
rocky mountain peaks around Tehachepi, 
and still another on the Mojave Desert. 
These frauds are conducted on the same 
plan, all the lots selling for from %5 to 
$10, and as high as $100. The best known 
of these land schemes in this county is 
Concord, situated on the Mojave Desert. 
It is the most famous because probably 
more people have been swindled thereon 
than on any other in the State. It is lo- 
cated in section 36, township 11 north, 
range 12 west, San Bernardino meridian. 
The

Concord is situated on the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad, four miles southeast of 
Méjave, and is utterly worthless for any 
purpose whatever.

A Letter by an Eye-witness of the 
Capture of Port 
Arthur. 


The Japanese Officers Regretted th 
. Slaughter—The Emperor of Chi- 
na’s Wife did not Kill 

Herself. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, Dec 20.—The following is 
an extract from a letter sent by a Japan 
war correspondent. It is dated Port Ar- 
thur, November 22, and was telegraphed 
from Vancouver, B. C.: ° 

“A heavy storm broke out during the 
night of the 2ist, and when we got up the 
following morning it was frightfully colc. 
The thermometer had fallen below zero, 
and a terrific wind was blowing from tne 
forth. At 8 o’clock I left the village ana 
proceeded to Port Arthur. The road, 
after entering the town, became a main 
street, bordered on each side first by very 
nice residences and then by large Chinese 
stores. Thé sight going up this street 
was simply awful. Heaps of dead China- 
men lay there; most of them had been 
killed, not by a shot, but vy a sword cut, 
in most cases on the head or on the neck, 
nearly taking off the heads. 

“It was clear that the first soldiers wno 
had entered the city had given no quar- 
ter. It is also certain that many of. the 
coolies or carriers belonging to the very 
lowest classes of people, who followed the 
first two regiments, had also taken part 
in thé fray, and had tried their Japanese 
bayonets on Chinese necks. I may say 
right here that the officers swere more 
sorry about this than can be expressed, 
but, regrettable as it may be, I shalt not 
attempt to apologize for the Japanese sol- 
diers.

Many of the houses 
were very finely built of stone, quite a 
number looking very much like foreign 
houses. I visited the palace of the Cni- 
nese governor. Most of the papers of tne 
Chinese general were found there. Among 
them were letters from officers who had 
taken part in the engagement on the 18th 
offering some a YJapanese head, others a 
foot or hand, and asking for their re- 
jward.” 
THE “CHOW-CHOW” MAY WORK THE 

ZALINSKI GUN. 
‘NEW YORK, Dec. 20.-+A Chinese agent 
is in Washington negotiating with Senor. 
Mendonca, Mirister for Brazil, for the 
purchase of the Nitheroy and the Audria. 
These vessels were fitted out in New York 
under Mendonca’s supervisien to aid the 
. Brazilian government to put down the in- 
surgent navy. Peace now reigns in Bra- 
zil and the ships are lying idle at Rio, or 
in some harbor to the south, and it is con- 


sidered that President Moraes would be 


glad to dispose of them, his present naval 
force being sufficient without this emer- 
gency squadron for a year or two. 

An Officer of the Nitheroy has~been ap- 
proached by the Chinese agent and asked 
to name the terms under which he would 
navigate the vessel to Wei-Hai-Wei and 
serve three months thereafter in the war 
against the Japanese. He demanded $3000 
for the former and $5000 for the latter 
servicé. The purchase of either or both 
vessela would depend, upon the enlistment 
of sevéral officers and part.of their crews.

‘A Shocking Discovery -at 
Topeka. 


Mrs. A. D. Matson is Outraged and 
Murdered by Unknown 
Villains.

The Crime Must Have Been Com- 
mitted Several Days Ago—The 
Woman’s Husband Said 
to be in California.

TOPEKA (Kan.,) Dec. 20. — At 3:30 
o’clock this afternoon a horrible murder 
was discovered in this city. Mrs. A. D. 
Matson was found dead on the floor of 
her house, Fifteenth and Monroe streets. 
The body had evidently laid there for at 
least ten days. A boy who delivers milk 
at the house had noticed that the can he 
left about ten days ago had stayed on the 
back doorstep, and he gave the alarm to 
the police. 

Mrs. Matson lived alone, her husband be- 
ing in Californja.~ She lived in a good deal 
of seclusion as regards her neighbors, who 
are mostly colored people, and it is not 
known whether there was any money in 
the house or not. She lay in a little back 
room on her back and in a pool of her 
own blood, which had dried. It appears 
she had been criminally assaulted. The 
body was covered with clothing and rags, 
and a couple of sacks of potatoes had been 
placed on her head. She was lying in an 
easy position on her back, with her arms 
at her sides; her head turned to the right; 
her right limb straight out and the other 
drawn up a little. Her clothes were thrown 
up over her head and clotted blood held 
them to the floor. The entire top of her 
head was crushed in as though she had 
been struck with one fearful blow. 

The neighbors in the vicinity are all col- 
ored, and they say that they have not seen 
Mrs. Matson for two weeks. Mrs. Kobin- 
son, who lives across the street, says that 
she saw Mrs. Matson last about two weeks 
ago, and that she was then coming from 
the direction of her house and had evi- 
dently been collecting rent. She saw no 
one around the house at any time and 
never heard any noise or disturbance of 
any kind there. 

Mrs. Matson was for several years a 
member of the City Board of Education 
from the Fifth Ward, and took an active 
interest.in the city schools. She was at 
one time a city cher and was very well 
known locally. e@ was generally sup- 
posed to have considerable money and 
owned five or six houses on the East Side. 
Her husband left her four or five years 
ago and took up a “homestead in California, 
where he has since lived. 

The only person who seems to know 
anything about the case is a deaf and 
dumb colored man named George Knight, 
who saw two men, probably on the even- 
ing of the 1ith, enter the window of the 
murdered woman’s house and afterward 
saw them run away. No intelligible ac- 
count can be arrived at from Knight, ex- 
cept through his brother, who is the only 
person who can understand him. The two 
will be brought together tomorrow at the 
Coroner’s inquiry. Mrs. Matson was a 
member of the Topeka Equa! Suffrage As- 
sociation and a prominent suffrage-worker.

HE COULD HAVE PREACHED BEFORE. 


KINGSTON, (N. Y.,) Dec. 20.—The Rev.

SUBMERGED LAND. 


SENATOR STEWART AND THE 
WATERFRONT CASE. 


He Asserts that if the Chicago De- 
cision is Followed the Grant of 
the State of California 
is Valid. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Senator Stew- 
art concluded his argument today in the 
Supreme Court in the Oakland water- 
front case. He set forth the changes 
wrought on the Oakland side of San Fran- 
cisco Bay by the location there of a rail- 
way terminus, making that city a great 
commercial center. He said that this had 
cost the railway company a vast sum, 
and that, but for these outlays, the gov- 
ernment would never undertake the re- 
construction of the harbor. 

The harbor is purely an artificial one. 
He said the grant in question was not un- 
der navigable waters, but consisted of 
land covered by water at high tide and 
bare at low tide, and of land covered by 
shallow water without sufficient depth for 
navigation. The grant was no portjon of 
the existing harbor, but of lands which 
could be reclaimed by filling In and other 
submerged lands where water could only 
be made navigable by excavation. For 
more than a generation the State has col- 
lected taxes on the granted property, and 
now it claims never to. have had power to 
grant them. 

Senator Stewart then explained the rec- 
ognized title of all States bordering on 
tide water to lands lying between high 
and low water marks and to submerged 
lands out of the line of navigable waterr. 
These lands had been granted to individ- 
uals sometimes by recognizing the riparian 
rights of the owners of upland, and some- 
times, as in this case, by special granting 
acts. Had California recognized riparian 
rights, the owners of the Peralta grant, 
on which Oakland stands, would have, 
owned the water front of Oakland and Ala- 
meda and miles more besides. 

He then proceeded to discuss the opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court in the Chicago 
lake-front case, all of which he sustained. 
He asserted that, if the principle laid 
down in that case was adhered to in the 
present one, the grant which he was de- 
fending must be held vatid. He said 
that, under the decision in the Chicago 
case, the State could not grant the bed 
of the harbor, but it might grant tide and 
submerged land bordering*on the harbor, 
and such parcels of land under navigable 
waters as might be necessary for wharves 
and other structures for the improvement 
of navigation. 

Ashton, who followed Senator Stewart, 
traced the proceedings of the California 
Legislature and Oakland authorities, and 
the various agreements through which 
the Southern Pacific derived the title. He 
also cited the grants made by the State to 
the towns of Martinez and Benicia of their 
water front, and stated that this site, 
without challenge, granted 2518 acres of 
land in San Francisco under the waters 
of the bay. Replying to the statement by 
Atty.-Gen. Hart that Carpentier had only 
a thirty-seven-year lease, instead of an

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—A firmer tone char- 
acterized the speculation on the Stock Ex- 
change today, but the volume of business 
was but little heavier than on yesterday. 
London: was a small buyer of St. Paul and 
to a lesser degree of Erie, and late advices 
from London showed an improvement theré 
in American securities, which had a favor- 
able effect on the market here. At the open- 
ing of business the general list was held 
firmly, but Sugar broke 1% per cent. on 
liquidation sales, and Western. Union sold 
down 1 per cerit, ex-dividend of 1% per cent., 
owing to a pressure to sell by holders who 

d been waiting to collect the dividend be- 
fore liquidating their accounts. A slight re- 
action occurred before the end of the first 
half-hour, but the market quickly rallied, 
and up to noon the tendency of prices was 
upward. Consolidated Gas made the greatest 
advance, 3% per cent., on buying induced by 
a renéwal of the reports of a proposed com- 
bination between the Consolidated and East 
River Gas Companies. The gains in other 
stocks were merely fractional. In exception 
.to the general improvemént, Sugar declined 
in the contr dealings 1% per cent., but re- 
covered 14% per cent. During the hour and 
a half immediately following mid-day, the 
active stocks were practically without move- 
ment, but some of the specialties fluctuated 
rather widely. Before 2 o’clock there was 
inaugurated a selling movement in Chicago 
Gas on Western orders, which caused a de- 
cline of 1 per cent. in this stock and a sym- 
pathetic reaction in the rest of the list.

The Weekly Bulletin for Southern 
California. 
Following is the weather and crop bulle- 


ending December 17: 

The weather during the past week was 
generally cloudy with rain on several 
days and the temperature ranging below 
the averages. Octasional light frosts in 
low exposed places occurred, and on the 
12th,-13th a ‘“‘norther’’ of moderate inten- 
sity prevailed which caused some damage 
to oranges in the foothill regions. The 
rains have placed the soil in ¢xcellent 


seeding is progressing actively in every 
direction. Detached reports follow: 

San Luis Obispo County—San Lats 
Obispo City:—The rains have been ample 
to insure good crops and the cattle and 
dairy interests have been greatly bene- 
fited. Garden truck is doing well. The 
temperature was below the average, the 
highest was 62 deg.; lowest 35 deg.; rain- 
fall .95 of an inch. Musick:—A severe 
frost formed on Friday; Saturday was 
cloudy and threatening; rainfall for week 
1.07 inches. 

Ventura County — Bardsdale: — The 
weather was cool, cloudy and threaten- 
ing. Plowing is going on on all sides and 
the prospects for a full acreage and good 
season are excellent. 

Los Angeles County—Los Angeles City: 
—Cool, generally cloudy weather pre- 
vailed during the week with several light 
sprinkling rains.

Olives 
are also late but our markets are well 
supplied with fresh pickled olives.

San Diego County—Escondido:—Farmers 
are turning over the soil in every direc- 
tion.

CITY VERSUS COUNTRY. 


The rapid growth of American cities 
is a marked characteristic of our New 
World civilization. The drift from 
the country to the city is constantly 
increasing, until in some portions of 
the country it is difficult to find labor 
sufficient to carry on the farm work 
The at- 
traction and the fascination of city 
life appears to be growing, and there 
are thousands of country-bred young 
men who are Willing to put up with 
the hardships, the poverty, and the 
bitter struggle for bread which they 
often have to eneounter the 
city’s turmoil rather than not have 
the opportunity of “trying their luck” 
amid the busy marts of trade. 

The growth of the country is from 
year to year, in a,more marked de- 
gree to the westward. Chicago now 
claims to be the largest city on the 
continent, and she appears to have 
considerable reason to support that 
claim. It is shown that the registra- 
tion of voters in Chicago at the recent 
@ections was slightly larger than the 
fegistration in New York, And as there 
were so many exciting issues before 
the veters of New York it is more than 
probable that every man entitled to a 
yote would not fail of registering. 

New York now claims a population 
of’ 1,800,000 souls. If Chicago equals 
her in population, she has gained 
800,000 in four years, and if that 
ratio of growth continues sha’ will 
have at least 2,500,000 inhabitants 
when the next Federal census is taker, 
and in twenty years from this time 
she will be the largest city, by far, 
in the whole world. WLondon and 
Paris are at present the only cities 
that outrank Chicago and New York 
in population. Young America has 
already in these two great metropoli- 
tan centers two of the five largest 
cities of the world.

ple lived in the cities. In 1890, a hun- 
dred years later, 18,235,670 were denl- 
gene of our cities, an inerea of 
nearly fifteen hundred fold, while the 
population of the country bad in- 
creased only twelve fold.

UNDER THE RED CROSS. 


Color is lent to the Japanese denials 
of atrocities at Port Arthur by the 
fact that the Japanese army is under 
strict orders to abide by ihe code of 
the Red Cross, an international asso- 
ciation formed and maintained for the 
purpose, primarily, of mitigating the 
horrors of war by caring for the 
wounded on both sides in an engage- 
ment, and promoting in every practic- 
able way the practice of humanity 
and kindness, aside from the stern 
exigencies of actual vonflict. Th® 
foundation of the Red Cross was ia 
the International Treaty of Geneva, 
which was formulated in 184. Forty- 
four separate nationaliti¢s are bow 
pledged to adherence to the, treaty. 
Japan is one of these nationalitics. 
On September 22 the following noti- 
fication was issued to the Japanese 
army: 

“Belligerent onerations. being prop- 
erly confined to the military and na- 
val forces actually engaged, and there 
being no reason whatever for enmity 
between individuals because thet 
suetrids are at war, the common 
principles of humanity dictate thai 
succor and rescue should be extenced 
even to the enemy’s forces Who are 
disabled either by wounds or diseaxe. 

“In obedience to these principles 
civilized nations in times of peace 
enter into conventions to mutually 
assist disabled persons in time of war 
without distinction of friend or foe. 
This humane union js called the Gen- 
eva Convention, or more commonly 
the Red Cross Association. Japan be- 
came a party to it in June, 1886, and 
her soldiers have already been  in- 
structed that they are bound to treat 
with kindness and helpfulness... such 
of their enemies as may be disablel 
by wounds or disease. 

“China not having joined any such 
convention, it is possible that her 
soldiers, ignorant of these enlightened. 
principles, may subject diseased or 


ment. “Against such contingencies the 
Japanese troops: must be their 
guard. But at the same time they 
must never forget that however cruel 
and vindictive the fce may show him- 
self, he must nevertheless be treated 
in accordance with the acknowledged 
rules of civilization; his disabled suc- 
cored, his captured kindly anc consid- 
erately tréated. 

“It is not alone to those disabled by 

wounds or sickness that merciful and 
gentle treatment should be extended. 
Similar treatment is also due to those 
who offer no resistance to our arms. 
eat the body of a dead enemy 
mould be treated with respect. 
’*We cannot too much admire the 
course pursued by a certaih western 
country which in handing over an e@- 
emy's general, complied with all the 
rites and ceremonies suitable to ths 
rank of the captive.

A report comes from Washington 
to the effect that the aeroplane con- 
structed by Prof. Langley, secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institution, has 
made a successful flight, and that the 
inventor is confident that it will ulti- 
mately, with some further improve:

Prof. Langley has discarded the use 
of gas to secure buoyancy, and redies 
upon revolving fans, driven by steam 
power, to raike his machiné in the 
air, horizontal motion being accom- 
plished through the action of arro- 
planes upon the atmosphere, on sub- 
stantially the same principle as that 
which enables lurge birds to float for 
hours without appreciable motion. 
The problem of perfect dirigibility yet 
awaits a sitisfactory . sqlution, but 
Prof. Langley, with the singuine 
contidence of inventors, believes that 
he will ere long completely conquer 
this difficulty, and give to the world 
a practical flying machine.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 20.—(To the-Edi- 
tor of The Times:) The modern “flat” 
may be a dispensation of providence. for 
bachelors, and bachelor-maids, but jt is 
certainly an invention of the evil one for 
families, particularly families with chil- 
dren. Heaven pity the ‘flat’’ genera- 
tion now growing up in our large cities, 
who know nothing of the meaning of the 
word “home” in its highest sense. They 
have never felt that their home was a 
little world by itself, and their family 
a little. kingdom;.their home has only 
been a part of an. indiscriminate whole 
and their family identity almost lost in 
the various moves from “flat F’’ of the 
third floor:to “flat of the fifth floor. 
They can never appreciate the sentiment 
of John Howard Payne’s inspiration: 
“There's no place like home,” for they 
know that there is another place just 
oe it on the floor below, or across the 


Still the flat building may be a neces- 
sary evil in our large Eastern cities, 
whére long distances mean serious discom- 
fort and inconvenience, in the winter 
time especially, and the heating of a house 
six months in the year becomes one of 
the problems of existence, but there can 
be but little cuse for these apologies 
_for homes in our own beautiful city, with 
its unlimited space and sunshine. 

Los Angeles has been a city of homes: 
it has a larger proportion of pretty and 
comfortable houses of from four to eight 
rooms than any other city in the country. 
Each one of these houses has its own 
yard, each one may have its own palm 
trees and rose bushes, its own vines and 
fruit trees, and most of them are sur- 
rounded by flowers and vines and fruit 
trees, no matter how small the lot. Each 
one of these little places, however humble 
it may be, is capable of being made a 
home, a real home; something of the oc- 
cupant’s individuality will be expressed 
in its surroundings, and its children will 


recognize the unity of the family and the 


truth of the Englishman’s dictum: ‘A. 
man’s house is his castle.” 

Such homes as these form one of our 
strongest attractions for Eastern people, 
either tourists or home-seekers. Business 
blocks, tenement houses, flats and “*‘pala- 
tial’’ residences they find in abundance in 
their own country, but beautiful homes for 
people of moderate means are a novelty. 
They gaze with admiration at our magnifi- 
cent business blocks and public build- 
ings, but they exclaim with delight at 
our vine-embowered cottages. 

Every man has an innate longing for 
his own home, his own “vine and fig tree.”’ 
Probably three-fourths of the people who 
come to California dream of some day 
possessing an ideal home in this ideal 
climate. If they find a city of such homes 
the chances are that they will remain. or 
return, but if they find a city of flats, 
lodging-houses, family hotels, etc., they 
will go elsewhere. Our city is building 
up very rapidly and it is to be feared that 
some property-owners, in their eagerness 
for a present income, may forget their 
own future interests, as well as that of 
the city. Flat buildings will pay a better 
interest on the investment now than cot- 
tages perhaps, but shoud the city cease 
to grow. so rapidly, and the demand for 
lodging lessen, such buildings would be- 
come a very poor investment. The fu-

NEWELL’S DEATH. - 


One of the Owners of the Black Won- 
der Mine Responsible.

CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.,) Dec. 20.—The 
circumstances of the killing of Richard. 
Newell, Jr., genéral superintendent and 
chief engineer of the Midland Terminal 
road, by A. W. Van Houten, a miner, near 
Independence, last night, are as follows: 
-The owners of the Black Wonder Mine 
could not d@gree with the railroad as to 
damages for right-of-way. Arbitration gave 
the mine 125 feet. Gus Yeorhan, one of the 
owners of the mine, told the men living in 
the cabin on the line of the road not to 
let the railroad disturb them under any 
circumstances. 

The railroad -built a track with a sharp 
curve around the cabin. Newell went out 
on a special car, stop t the cabin, went 
in with papers in his hand. Soon after 
Newell came out quickly and Van Houten 
appeared in the doorway with a rifle. He 
fired and Newell fell dead. Van Houten 
claims he shot in self-defense, but it ap- 
pears Newell was not armed. Van Houten 
had mp interest in the preperty. He isin 
jail at Colorado Springs. Newell is a 
nephew of President Newell of the Lake 
Shore road. W. H. Hoskin was arrested 
as an accessory. The officers of the Mid- 
land road consider Yeoman largely respon- 
sible, and say they will prosecute him.

Men Who Furnish Affidavits 
to Order. 


Startling Developments in the In- 
surance Case of A. J. 
Mead. 


Perjury as a Profession—One of the 
Conspirators Neatly Trapped— 
The Scheme is Fully 
Exposed. 


On the 22d day of May last, some time 
in the evening, A. J. Mead, while endeav- 
oring to approach his home, ostensibly met 
with an accident, which, if the testimony 
which was afterward adduced, is substan- 
tiated, proved fatal. 

Mr. Mead lived with his family, consist- 
ing of a wife and three children, near 
the corner of Boston and Centennial 
streets. In fact, as shown by the direct- 
ory, the number of his residence was 
No. 209 North Hope street. 

Be this as it may, Mr. Mead was, as 

it is alleged, found in an injured condition. 
near the corner of Boston and Centennial 
streets, betwéen the hours of 9 and 10 
o'clock on the night of May 22 last. He 
was taken to his home and cared for. 
’ His injuries were not. at that time con- 
sidered to be of a serious nature. This 
fact is clearly shown, when it is told 
that not. until the next morning, . between 
7 and 8 o’tlock, was the family physician 
called. He was called thon and came. 

According to the story given by the 
patient to the physician, he was suffering 
from a pain on the left side, in the iliac 
region. He had a bruise behind the left 
ear, and claimed to be suffering great 
pain in the region of the heart. 

The physician who attended him had 
been caring for him and for the members 
of his family for some time. He was sur- 
prised at the complaint made by Mead, be- 
cause he was fully aware of the fact that 
never at any time had he had any or- 
ganic trouble. - However, the physician 
continued to treat him, and called tpon 
him daily until the date of his death. 

SHROUDED IN MYSTERY. 

There were many remarkable and mys- 
terious things surrounding the death of 
Mr. Mead which have not as yet been ex- 
plained, nor will they ever be, in all hu- 
man probability. In the first place, ac- 
cording to the statement of his family 


- physician, his condition from the time 


of the accident up to the time of his 
death continued to steadily improve until 
June 3. Then, &s if stricken by magic, 
he fell away, and on the 7th day of June 
breathed his last. 4 

The physician wondered at it. He was 
surprised. He could not account for the 
death. It was claimed, and everybody 


‘supposed, that it was due to the alleged 


accident. 

However, a post mortem was made, and 
as the result of that post mortem the at- 
tending physician gave a certificate to 
the effect that death resulted from ‘“‘per- 
itonitis and pericarditis.”’ - 

This post mortem was performed at the 
undertaking parlors' of Mr. Bresee, and 
everybody had the privilege of being there 
who desired. 

*Mr. Mead, after having been scientific- 
ally dissected, vas placed in a coffin and 
duly laid away, and the end had come as 
far as he was concerned, so all of his 
friends thought. 

CARRIED HEAVY INSURANCE. 

But, as it appears, such was not the 
case. Mr. Mead, a man with a wife and 
a family of three children, carried an in-* 
surance upon his life of $40,000. 

That insurance was laid among the 
several companies as follows: 

Covenant -Mutual Benefit Association, 
Galesburg, I1l., $20,000; Bankers’ Life As- 
sociation of St. Paul, Minn., $6000; New 
York Mutual Life Association of New York, 
$3000; Forresters’ Association, $3000; Pa- 
cific Mutual Life Insurance Company of 
San Frapcisco, $2000; Washington Life In- 
surance Company of New York, $1000; 
Casualty Company of New,York, 


. This made a grand total of $40,000 -in- 
surance upon the life of Andrew J. Mead. 
He died and then came the trouble. | 
He left a widow and three children. 


SUSPICIONS AROUSED. 


The life insurance companies suspected 
that there was something wrong and the 
Galesburg company, which held the policy 
for $20,000, sent out the secretary, W. H. 
Smollinger, to make an investigation. Mr. 
Smollinger came. He looked into the case, 
It was conclusively proven to his gatis- 
faction that Mr. Mea@l was dead. 

The cause of death mattered not to him. 
The man had died, therefore his company 
had nothing to do except toa pay the death 
claim. 

All of the life insurance associations in 
which Mead was carrying policies took a 
similar view of the matter. The fact had 
been established that he was dead, and 
therefore proof of death called for the 
immediate cancellation of the policies by a 
presentation of the full amount for which ‘ 
they were written in cash. 

It fe done. The widow of A. J. Mead, 
or r representatives, received $35,000 
on life insurance policies. ? 

THE FIRST HITCH. 


But the Interstate Casuaity Company of 
New York, in which Mr. Mead carried a 
policy in the sum ff $5000 in the case of 
death, refused to pay the \claim. aes 

The policies of this company require 
that there shall be a‘ person present, an 
eye witness, as it were, to ‘the accident, 
and then. if death results, the company, 
if satisfied of the proof, will pay the claim. 

It would appear that the claim of the 
heirs of Mr. Mead was fully fortified as 
far as the Interstate Casualty Company 
War concerned, for the following affidavit 
Was presented by the attorney of Mrs. 
Mead in support of the claim against 
that company.

The officers of the Interstate Casualty 
Company are not idle, nor are.they -what 
is commonly known in slang parlance as 
‘‘suckers.”’ 

The affidavit of Mr. Demarest appeared 
to them to be a trifle fishy, and for that 
reason they decided’ to investigate it. 

The detective agency of A. B. Lawson 
in this city, was éngaged to look up the 
whole matter, and the result is that a 
most astonishing condition of affairs has 
been uncovered. 

The first thing to do was to find the 
man Demarest. It was supposed that he 
was a scoundrel who would stop at noth- 
ing. 

Mr. Lawson placed one of his most 
skilled operatives upon the trail, and 
finally Demarest was located on Thursday, 
November 30, and after being introduced 
Demarest and the detective started to dis- 
cuss general matters. 

DEMAREST UNBOSOMS HIMSELF. 

After having become acquainted, the 
detective became confidential and told 
Demarest that he desiredsto secyre some 
evidence in a case wherein a man who 
was quite heavily insured had died, and 
the proper medical attendance and certifi- 
cate were lacking. 

Demarest at once entered into the spirit 
of the request. He said ,that he had 
furnished evidence in the case of John 
H. Myers, who died at Oceanside in Au- 
gust last. 
muneration would be $500, and then said 
that the amount was satisfactory, and 
that for it he would produce the necessary 
witness and the necessary doctor, provid- 
ing sufficient data was furnished « him 
upon which to base an affidavit. 

Then Demarest got confidentidl with 
the detective and told him all about his 
business, and who the parties were with 
whom he worked. 

In a burst of confidence he said that 
Dr. Nestor A. Young and Attorney W. 
H. Shinn and himself had several cases 
of a character where ‘‘missing link tes- 
timony’’ was wanted, which they were 
then engaged in working up, and that 
Shinn was at the time (November 30) in 
New York city attending to a case in 
which he (Demarest) had been a witness 
without ever having seen one of the oc- 
currences set forth in his affidavit. 

A PROFESSIONAL PERJURER. 

Then, to show what a thorough-going 
anti-monopolist he was, Demarest said that 
he was willing to swear to anything 
against an insurance company, a railroad 
corporation, or a trust of any kind. The 
only condition ‘which he made for his 
perjury was that he should be paid for 
it. As showing what money there was in 
the work, Demarest stated that he had 
received $100 for his affidavit in the 
case, which Shinn was in New York en- 
deavoring to adjust. He could not re- 
member the name of the man, but said 
that he had sworn that he had been ac- 
cidentally killed by being run over by a 
man on horseback. This, he said, was not 
the truth, for, as a matter of fact, the 
man was not hurt in that way at all, 
but was assaulted by another man ina 
dificulty about a woman. Demarest said 
that Dr. Young was fully conversant with 
all of the facts in the case. 

In talking with the detective, Demdrest 
got very enthusiastic about the large sums 
of money that could be made, and that 
he had made in furnishing false evidence. 

Demarest, on this same day, introduced 
the detective to a man named Hudson, 
whom he said was an available witness 
in any case. 

FELL INTO A TRAP. 

That night (November 28) Demarest ac- 
cepted the hospitality of the detective and 
slept with him at his room. Afté the 
two had retired the smooth gentleman 
who had such a handy method of making 
his livelihoed, explained his system to his 
new-found friend. 

He said that he had been a witness in a 
case about which he knew absolutely noth- 
ing until informed about it by Dr. Young. 
The doctor and Lawyer Shinn took him 
to the place where they stated the acci- 
dent occurred, and explaimed -how it was 
supposed to have occurred. Demarest 
said that he did not even know that the 
dead man was named Mead until informed 
by Dr. Young. 

* Nevertheless, Demarest made a good wit- 
ness, and his affidavit covered all the nec- 
essary points in the case. , 

Demarest, before he allowed his mind 
to rest that night, told his friend that he 
knew the detectives were after him, but 
he was too smooth for them. He said he 
know that for eight weeks they had been 
trailing him. He said that to avoid them 
hé had left Los Angeles and gone to Po- 
mona, and had only been ‘back a day. 

For some litthe time Mr. Demarest ex- 
patiated on the fact that no detective was 
smooth. endugh to get anything out of him. 
Then he said, even if he did get into 
trouble, Dr. Young an wyer Shinn 
were a team strong enough to pull him 
out of it safely.

But Mr. Demarest is not aware of the 
fact that in the adjoining room were: two 


stenographers, and that every word of his 


conversation with the detective was being 
fully reported. But such was the case, 
and the complete transcript of the con- 
versation is now in the hands of Detective 


Lawson. 
THE COMPACT. 

The object of this meeting, as has been 
before stated, was to draw up a written 
agreément between the detective and 
Demarest to furnish manufactured evi- 
dence in any case at law that might arise. 

There was first some little discussion 
as to the life of the agreement, but Dem- 
arest finglly consented that it should run 
for five years. He told his new partner 
that they must at all times work together 
in harmony and have a perfect under- 
standing between each other, 

It was agreed that a cipher code should 
be prepared so that.the two could write 
letters to each other in perfect safety, 
and.if by chance one of the letters should 
be mislaid and it fell into the hands of 
the enemy, it could not be read. 

Finally the agreement was drawn up 
by the detective and signed by Demarest. 
It read as follows: 

LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Nov. 30, 1894. 

This agreement, entered into this 30th day 
of November, 1894, between C. E. Demarest 
and ——~- —— (the detective,) both of the city 
of Los Angeles, witnesseth: 

That the said C. E. Demarest and —— —— 
‘thereby enter into an agreement for the pur- 
pose of conducting a general brokerage busi- 
ness in supplying necessary evidence in 
actions at law, real estate transactions, loans, 
and all other transactions incident to the 
above-named business. All expenses are to 
be borne equally and all profits equally di- 
vided. This agreement is to remain in ‘Tull 
force and effect for the period of five years. 

After the agreement had been drawn up, 
and read over to him, Demarest became 
confidential and told the detective that he 
was after “‘a woman now, more for the pur- 
pose of money than anything else,” and he 
added that he proposed to have her, as 
his wife was dead. She had, he said, all 
the way from $10,000-to $30,000. 

PROCEEDED TO EXPLAIN. 

Then the detective proveeded to explain 
to Demarest about a case at Sacramento, 
in which some evidence was wanted. 

He said that a man named Deloof had 
committed suicide at Davisville, but what 
was wanted was ‘testimony to show that he 
had been killed. Demarest agreed to make 
the required affidavit, but it was decided 
that he should first go to Davisville and 
look -over the ground. It was further 
agreed that two affidavits should be fur- 
nished in this case, a man named Logan to 
make one and Demarest the other. 

There was then a desultory conversation 
between the detective nd Demarest as to 
the assumed name he was going under, 
which at that time was Vincent M. Smith. 
Demarest said that at times he would also 
use the name Roseberry. 

AS TO DR. YOUNG. 

Demarest then went on to explain to the 
detective that Dr. Young, whenever it was 
necessary, acted in a medical capacity and 
Lawyer Shinn attended to the business in 
the courts. Shinn, he said, ‘was both 


“eute and smart.” 


As to Dr. Young, Demarest went on to 
explain to his partner that he had served 
for three terms in the Legislature from 
San Diego ‘county, and that he was “as 
smart’ as double-geared lightning.” He 
cautioned his partner tnat it would be 
advisable for him to address Young as 
“Senator,” although he (Demarest,) on 
account of long acquaintance, addressed 
him familiarly as “‘Doc.’”’ This, he said, 
he did not think it advisable for his part- 
ner to do, as it would be altogether too 
familiar. 

Demarest went on to say that he never 
had had any conversation with Lawyer 
Shinn about this business of gefting evi- 
dence. His conversation had always been 
with Dr. Young. 

It seems that about this time he was 
growing a little “leary” of his new part- 
ner, and so he said to him: 

“No matter what difficulty we get into, 
we will stand together to the very last. 

. GOES INTO DETAILS. 

Demarest then went on to explain some 
of the difficulties in the business of get- 
ting, false evidence, 

a cited the case,of “‘the man who was 
run over by the Horse,”’ and, according 
to the evidence, was killed by the acci- 
dent. This, he said, was not true. The 
way Demarest got into the case, he said, 
was when Dr. Young came to him and 
said he needed a witness. Demarest says 
that he became that witness, and made 
the required affidavit as an eye witness, 
although he knew nothing about the case 
at all. For this perjury he said he re- 
ceived $100 from the doctor. 

AGRBED TO PERJURE HIMSELF. 

After giving the detective this insight 
into the business, Demarest agreed to 
swear to an affidavit to the effect that 
in July, 1883, he was acquainted with a 
certain party, and that the party had re- 
sided in Los Angeles for a period of 
three years prior to July 1, 1893, and 
that durif— all that time he was in perfect 
health. 

By the agreement made, Demarest was 
to be given the man’s place of residence, 
his occupation, his age and his general 
appearance. With ‘these poifters, he was 
to make the affidavit. 
was that as soon as his affidavit was in- 
troduced in court the two partners were 
to get $500. But if the case was adjusted 
without trial, the partners were to have 
$1000. 

All of this was fully explained to Dem- 
arest by the detective, in a long convVer- 
sation, every. detail of which was taken 
down verbatim by stenographers in the 
adjoining room. 

Demarest then got a little excited over 
the prospects of the new fifm, and un- 
bosomed ‘himself eit great length. He said 
that he had been engaged with Dr. Young 
in this line of work for about four months. 
There were others in it that could be 
relied upon at ‘the proper time. One of 
them was a man named Hudson, and one 
named Logan. Then there was a man in 
San Diego and two more in Los Angeles, 
whose names Demarest said he could mot 
remember. 


ARRANGING DETAILS. 


The two partners agreed that if they 
met upon the street they were to meet 
as strangers; and at this juncture they 
proceeded to seal their compact with a 
drink. 

Demarest said that he thought the 
chances were that he would make Los 
Angeles his home. He had an idea, so 
he told his partner, that he intended to 
build, but for the present he advised the 
renting of a five or six-room house on 
Fifth street, which he had in view. 

There he thought they could meet and 
transact all of their business in secret. 
This, he said, was better than to have a 
room in a public building. Demarest said 
that he had a Woman who would take care 
of the house for them and at times she 
could be used ‘‘for an awful good witness.”’ 

It would seem that about this time 
Demarest beeame fully imbued with the 
idea “that “he was just the man to make 
big money illegitimately, so he proceeded 
to unfold to his new partner a scheme to 
smuggle in opium at San Pedro and dis- 
pose of it here in Los Angeles with the 
aid of a Chinaman. 

Then Demarest and the detective closed 
their conversation, the understanding be- 
ing that they would meet again at 4 p.m. 
of the same day at the Nadeau, when the 
partner agreed to have a notary public 
present to swear Demarest to the several 
affidavits he had promised to make. 

The meeting occurred as per agreement, 
the notary public being O, H. Jones. Mr. 
Jones swore Demarest to the affidavit, 
which was as follows, and then departed. 

THE FALSE AFFIDAVIT. 


LOS ANGELES COUNTY, STATE OF CALI- 
fornia, 88. 

Cc. E. Demarest, being sworn, deposes and 
gays that he is a resident of city and county 
of Los Angeles, State of California; that h 
has resided in the said city and county for 
the past eight years. 

Deponent swears that he 
acquainted with one J. H. Meyers previous 
to his death, which occurred in July or 
August, 1894; that said Meyers, up to about 
three years ago, resided in Oceanside, San 
Diego county, at which place he ran a hotel; 
that after disposing of this hotel at Ocean- 
side, he (Meyers) came to Los Angeles, and 
that the deponent frequently met him; that 
he has seen said Meyers at a certain furni- 
ture store at 263 8. Los Angeles street; that

AGAIN. DR. YOUNG. 

After Mr. Jones had left, Demarest and 
his partner, the detective, had a conversa- 
tion of some length over the case of J. 
A. Mead. Demarest agreed that if any 
more testimony was required he would 

e it. He also thought that Dr. Young 
would assist if another man was required. 

Demarest élaimed that he had had a con- 
versation with the doctor since he had 
last met his partner, and that he was all 
right and would go in with them as an 
equal partner. After some little further 
conversation with his partner as to when 
they should meet again, and after inviting 
him to an A.P.A. meeting to be held that 
evening, Demarest left, and the complete 
story of the conspiracy had been taken by 
two shorthand reporters in the presence 
of five witnesses. 

WHAT MR. SHINN SAYS. — 

Attorney W. H. Shinn, who is so fre- 
quently mentioned in the statement made 
by Demarest, is a somewhat well-known 
practitioner at the bar in this city. He 
was called upon by a Times reporter at 
his office, in the Wilson Block, yesterday 
afternoon and informed of the astonish- 
ing statements made by Demarest. 

MY. Shinn only returned from New York 
on Sunday last, where he has been in the 
interest of the widow of A. J. Mead to-en+ 
ter suit against the Interstate Casualty 
Company on the $5000 policy. 

Mn Shinn was surprised beyond meas- 
ure when informed of the object of the 
reporter's visit, He was very outspoken 
and plain in the statement he had to make 
of his.connection with the entire matter, 
and positively denied that he was cogni- 
zant of any false swearing in that or any 
Mir case that he ever had any connection 

“I knew Mead in his lifetime,” said Mr. 
Shinn, “and I am acting now as the at- 
torney for his widow. 

“Mead left an estate valued at $20,000 
or thereabouts... This is in addition to the 
$40,000 insur&nce he carried upon his life. 
He was @ good,man and a reputable cit- 
izen. He left a widow and three chil- 


dren, the oldest 15 years of age. 


“As far as the man Demarest is con- 
cerned, I think I have met him three 
times. I cannot tell you whether the affi- 
davit he made in the case 1s true or not. 
I thought that it was at the time it was 
shown me, and in so far as I know, it is. 
Of course the developments of the past 
few weeks are remarkable, and would tend 
to discredit anything he swears to or ad- 
vances as the truth. I propose to do my 
full duty, as an attorney should in the 
matter, but I will do nothing.to back up 
a claim founded upon false testimony, or 
the evidence of a self-confessed perjurer. 

“I think that my standing in the com- 
munity as an attorney and as a man is 
sufficiently well established to determine 
the fact in the minds of all that I am not 
crooked.”’ 

Mr. Shinn stated that he would do all in 
his power to bring to justice any perjurer 
or any person who had been guilty of an 
act which would en-itle him to wear the 
stripes of a felon. 

“DR.” NESTOR A. YOUNG. 
' Nestor A. Young, who is given mention 
in the statemént made by Demarest, hails 
originally from the county of San Diego. 
For three terms he served in the Assembly 
from there, and really made quite a repu- 
tation, such as it was. 

By profession he is a dentist; and he is 
really @ man of some intellectual attain- 
ments. He writes poetry and is also guilty 
of sundry other breaches of literary faith. 

The doctor has been residing in Los An- 
geles for gomé time—iong enough to. be a 
voter. He has a family and has been liv- 
ing on Montre@ai street, off Bellevue ave- 
nue. He has not been practicing his pro- 
fession, but ntly lived without an 
income, unless Be bad something derived 
from an accum#@lation already realized. 

A Times reporter made a determined ef- 
fort to see the dottor—or ‘“‘Senator’’—yes- 
terday, but dalled. He has been making 
headquarters at room No. 406, Bradbury 
Block, but a persistent inquiry there yes- 
terday failed to develop the doctor or his 
whereabouts. 

At 10 o’clock last evening a reporter 
called at his residence on Montreal street. 
It so happened that it was a night when 
the Youngs were out. There was nobody 
at home. The house was locked up and 
deserted. Inquiry made among the neigh- 
bors developed the fact that the family 
was at home during the day, but no one 
had seen them depart. 

THE MAN MEAD. 

Alexander J. Mead, the party whose 
life was so heavily insured and who 
dropped off under a remarkable chain of 
circumstances, over Which he may have 
had no control, certainly did depart un- 
der a cloud, having béen indicted by the 
grand jury. As near as can be learned 
he was not a drinking man, at least his 
family physician makes a statement to 
that effect. 

Yet his death, considering everything, 
was most remarkable and up until the 
second day prior to that event he ap- 
peared to be, and his physician says that 
he was, improving. As if by magic he of 
a sudden commenced to fade away and 
on the sixteenth day of his illness, as a 
result of the supposed accident, he died. 
The case has and will remain, until ex- 
plained an enigma to even those who 
have followed it up. 


THE EAST SIDE. 


One Case Where the Rule Should 
Have Been Suspended. 


Much has been said of late concerning 
discipliné and the lack of it in the city 
schools. An old resident of the East Side 
‘and a man who has long been identified 
with public affairs, part of the time of- 
ficially, last night told of a case, which, 
from his own observation, would establish 
the fact that some rules are over-zealously 
enforced. It is said to be a rule, and it is 
no doubt a good one, that children will not 
be admitted to the school yards or halls 
until 8:30 a.m., but on Wednesday morning 
during the rain, the gentleman saw three 
little children waiting outside the gate at 
Hellman-street schoolhouse, for the time cf 
opening.

THE NOTORIOUS ELLIS. | 


Again Under Arrest on a Charge of 
Petty Larceny. 

The conclusion of the now notorious 
Ellis’s numerous a ces-in the po- 
lice courts is not yet, and though acquitted 
of the vagrancy charge preferred against 
him, he is again in Hmbo on a petty lar- 
ceny charge. 

Yesterday morning his case was con- 
tinued in Justice Seaman’s court, and Chief 
of Police Glass was examined. He testi- 
fied that Ellis was known as a bunco 
steerer and confidence operator, and that 
two yedfs ago he had ordered the man to 
leave town. After the conclusion of the 
chief’s testimony the defendant’s attorney 
moved the dismissal of the case on the 
ground of insufficient testimony. The case 
was dismissed. 

Ellis was almost immediately arrested 
on the larceny charge, and will be ar- 
raigned on it. It is alleged in the com- 
plaint that Ellis went into J. C. BRock- 
hill’s store and uested the young man 
in’ attendance to change a $10 bill for him. 
The boy got $5 of the change and turned 
away to get the rest, upon which Bilis 
grabbed the $5, and with his own $10 made 
a dash down the street and escaped. 

Detective Bosqui has been closely iden- 
tified with the prosecution of Ellis, and 
has also been interested in the notorious 
Ida Arbuckle robbery case. The man Ellis 
and the Arbuckles are, apparently, very 
intimate friends, Ellis being a frequenter 
of the Arbuckle salo6n and annexes, 

Late in the evening after the first arrest 
of Ellis, and after the discharge of the 
girl, George Arbuckle met Detective Bos- 
qui on the street, and as bad blood has 
been caused by the difficulties with the 
police, Arbuckle proceeded to abuse Bos- 
qui roundly, and to apply epithets to him 
that would be unusyal anywhere. Several 
exchanges of these compliments had passed 
when Arbugkle lunged forward suddenly 
and struck out with the apparent inten- 
tion of knocking the detective’s head off 
his shoulders. But Bosqul threw himself 
back and avoided the blow, instantly cov- 
ering the enraged man witb his revolver. 
He informed Arbuckle that another at- 
tempt of that kind would find him a sub- 
ject for the morgue, and the fellow cooled 
down very promptly and withdrew from 
the field.

| Street Car Service. 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE REPORTS TO ™ 
. THE COUNCIL. 

The matter of neefled improvements in 
street-car service is being agitated in a 
“way that appears as if it meant business. 
A communication dated Wednesday, from 
Secretary Willard of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, filed yesterday for presentation to 
the City Council, says: 

“Atta regular meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Chamber of Commerce, 
held December 5, a committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the condition of ‘the 
street railways and the service they are at 
present rendering the public. 

“This committee, through its chairman, 
Director Graff, made report at the regular 
meeting of the board this afternoon, and, 
upon motion, the report was unanimously 
adopted and the secretary was instructed 
to notify your honorable body of such ac- 
tion, and forward to you a certified copy of 
such report. 

The report of the committee, a copy of 

ompanies 


which acc the communication, is 
as follows: 

‘To the Board of Directors of the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce—Gentle- 


men, Your committee, which was ap- 
pointed to look into the treatment which 
the public is receiving from the street 
railways of this city, beg to report as 
follows: 

“We find that in many respects the 
service is inefficient and inadequate. Pas- 
sengers (both men and women) are often 
compelled to stand from one end of the 
line to the other, in consequence of the 
company not running a sufficient number 
of cars. 
“Many of the cars run on the cable 
lines are totally unfit to pe used in rainy 
or cold weather. They subject passengers 
to exposures, which are likely to result 
in sickness and death. The same may 
a said of the trailers run on the electric 


“Service is now seven and one-half to 
ten minutes on the University line and 
fifteen on the Pico-street and other elec- 
tric lines. On one or two horse-car lines 
the service is forty-to forty-five minutes. 
The car that has "Sine running on Ninth 

for. several months is so dilapidated 
t it is a disgrace to the city. 

“In our opinion, at least a three-minute, 
or at most a five-minute service, should 
be given during the hours from 4 to 6:30 
o'clock. p.m. 

“Cars in rainy ‘weather, when the streets 
are muddy, should be stopped at the cross- 
walks, without reference to the side of 
the street. There is a general absence 
of safety devices on both the electric 
and cable roads. 

“The franchise recently passed by the 
City Council grants the electric company 
permission to ‘occupy such streets as 
Fifth, Ninth and Figueroa, for two years 
longer, without operating them. We are 
aware of no law which gives the Council 
authority to permit a road, which has 
once been operated, to remain unused for 
any such length of time. 

“This same franchise contains a clause 
requiring the company to carry the Mayor 
and Councilmen, free. This is a clear 
violation of the nstitution of the State, 
and subjects these officials to the suspicion 
of being under such obligations to the 
street-railway company as to incapacitate 
them from dealing firmly and fairly 
with such matters as are referred to in 
this report. i 

“The state law and the several fran- 
chises uire that a reasonable service 
be supplidd. We recommend, therefore, 
that the City Council be urgently 
quested to give immediate and vigorous 
attention to the shortcomings herein 
noted, and to such other matters as may 
be necessary to. insure the pwblic the 
“reasonable service’ to which they are 
entitled, and which they have a right to 
demand. 

“We further recommend that the pro- 
posed franchise. for the construction and 
operation of an electric street railway in’ 
the city of Los Angeles, and for which 
bids were to be received up to and‘ on 
the 10th day of December, 1894, be not 
granted; that the granting of such fran- 
chise, under any circumstances, would be 
destructive of the rights of the citizens 
living and owning property on and con- 
tiguous to the streets upon which said 
Pp sed railway is to be constructed.”

The Larrabee Franchise. 
SOME OF ITS PROVISIONS—A CORREC- 
TION. 

By an unintentional error, it was stated 
yesterday that at the meeting of the 
City Council, held the day before, the 
ordinance granting a street-railway fran- 
chise for what is known as the Kubhrts- 
street line was adopted. Instead of being 
adopted, the ordinance was referred to 
the Board of Public “Works. 

The ordinance, as drafted, provides that 
the franchise shall be for a period of 
fifty years. The franchise gives the right 
to introduce electricity ia place of other 
motive power on a number of street-rail- 
way routes. These routes include the 
Kubrts-street line, which is to exlend 
along Mission road *to the city limits; 
also, from the corner of New Main and 
Gan Fernando streets: thence along San 
Fernando street, along the east side of 
the tracks of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, to the east end of the viaduct; also, 
what ere known as the Grand and 
Downey-avenue and First-street and West- 
lake Park lines of cable railway, and 
Washington street, from Estrella avenue 
to the west city limits. The tracks are 
to ‘be of ,“tee’’ rails, to weigh not less 
than thirty-five pounds per yard. 

Sec. of the ordinance says: “The 
above rights and privileges are granted 
‘on the express condition that work upon 
that portion known and described as the 
’ Kubrts-street line of said road, and the 
line from BEstrella avenue to the west 
city line, on Washington street, shall be 
commenced ‘within sixty days, and com- 
pleted, equipped and in operation, as an 
electric road, for its full length, within 
eight months from the date hereof.’ 

The operation of cars, in accordance with 
the terms of the franchise, over the other 
routes named in the ordinance must be 
within two' years after the date of the 
granting. of the franchise. Failure to 
comply with any of the conditions of the 
franchise shall work its forfeiture. 

- ‘Some of the provisions of the franchise 
will probably come up for discussion at

_ Chance for Improvement. 
BXTENSIVE DOMESTIC USE OF WELL 
WATER. 

The extent to which water. for domestic 
use is obtained from wells within the city 
is something of which it is. believed the 
general public has only an inadequate 
idea. There are a large number of wells, 
from which water for drinking and other 
+ Lona is taken in various parte of tne 
city. 

Health Officer Powers, in his annual re- 
port, speaks of these wells as being in 
numerous cases /situated where thé diph- 
theria which has of late been prevalent 
in certain localities has originated. There 
being no city chemist, or bacteriologist 
under the present provisions made for that 
purpose, Dr. Powers says it is impractica- 
ble to have proper analyses made of the 
water from the various wells in use, and 
consequently it would hardly be a — 
thing. to compel people not to use the 
water from these wells when it is not 
certainly known that they are impresg- 
natetl with impurities. What ought to be 
done, he says, is in the case of each well 
to make a proper examination of the wa- 
ter from it,.to see whether it contains the 
bacteria of any contagious or infectious 
disease, or anything else that would make, 
or tend to make, the water unwholesome 
or unsafe for drinking or other purposer. 

A large proportion of these wells are 
located where connection with the regu- 


lar water mains could be made without 


great expense, but it has been thought 
hardly best under the ojrcumstances to 
press the matter too far. In the first 
place, as stated before, there being no 
analysis of the water readily obtainable, 
it is not certainly known, in any particular 
case, that the water is unfit for use. In 
the second place, there are so many du- 
ties devolving’ upon the Health Officer 
that, in order to efficiently fulfill:them, it 
is not thought advisable to endeavor to 
do more than can be done well. 

If some of the people using well water 
were to know the results of an analysis 
of the water they are using, it would ux- 
doubtedly be a great surprise to many of 
them. The danger from the use of suca 
water can to a large extent be obviated by 
boiling it before using, if people would 
only take the trouble to do so. 

Of course, where the wells are at a con- 
siderable distance from any cesspools or 
privy vaults, there is much less chance 
of danger from using the water. 


Not Satisfied with a Pearl. 

Now that the Mayor has signed the or- 
dinance ordering the vacating of portions 
of Figueroa street between Sixth and Pico 
streets, thus deciding the abandonment, 
some further changes in connection with 
that thoroughfare are being considered. 
The proposition which a number of pr 
erty-owners are now talking of is to as 
to have the name of Pearl street between 
Sixth and’ Pico changed to Figueroa. This 
change, it is thought, would tend to add 
to the desirability of property on the 
street the name of which is proposed to 
be changed. "

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


THE PATTERSON TRIAL DRAWING 
TO A CLOSE. 

The trial of the Patterson case was 
concluded, sé far as the testimony is con- 
cerned, in Department One, yesterday 
afternoon, and after being partially ar- 
gued, went over until this morning. 

The main feature of the proceedings 
yesterday morning was the examination 
of the defendant, who told substantially 
the same story as that related upon the 
former trial, his purpose being that of 
laying the crime upon the shoulders of 
his friend James Colville, who disappeared 
conveniently after the shooting. 

TO CANCEL CERTAIN DEEDS. 

The second trial of the case of Sarah 
E. McDaniel et al., an action to cancel 
certain deeds upon the ground that they 
were fraudulently made, was commenced 
before Judge Van Dyke in Department 
Four yesterday, and will be taken up 
again today. 

This case was originally tried by Judge 
McKinley in 1890, but was appealed from 
his judgment, and after pending in the 
Supreme Court for over three years, was 
remitted for a new trial. 

It is the result of a feud between the 
heirs of A) M. Pattison, deceased, who 
died on Apfll 5, 1885. The plaintiffs, who 
are a daughter, and the grandchildren of 
the deceased, allege that on March 5, 1885, 
A. M. Pattison executed a deed of con- 
veyance for two lots in the Orchard tract, 
to his,son, the defendant, the considera- 
tion being $1016. At that time he was 77 
yearg of age and very feeble, and it is 
claimed that the defendant, taking advan- 
tage of his fether’s condition, included 
all the real estate which belonged to his 
father in the deed, for the purpose of de- 
frauding his sister and the other heirs, 
This consisted of a lot on Spring street, 
another on Olive street, two more in the 
Aliso tract, and about $5000 worth of land 
in Missouri, the whole being valued at 
$65,000. In order to cover up this fraud- 
ulent conveyance, it is claimed that the 
defendant conveyed all this property ex- 
cept the orchard tract lots to his mother, 
who was residing with him, knowing that 
he could easily influence her to leave it 
to him. It is also alleged that. he ap- 
propriated some $6000 in cash belonging 
to his father, and failed to apply it to the 
estate. It is therefore sought to have the 
deed from A. M. Pattison deceased to J. 
H. W. Pattison, and that from the lat- 
ter to Mrs. Mary Pattison annulled and 
se* aside. . 

A*’PEOULIAR LARCENY CASE. 

W. D. Davenport again appeared before 
Justice Bartholomew in the Township 
Court yesterday, for preliminary exami- 
nation upon the charge of grand larceny 


preferred! against him by C. W. Tilling- 


hast, and was held to answer, 
bonds in the sum of $500. 

The case is a somewhat peculiar one in 
some respects. Tillinghast, who is em- 
ployed in the Southern Pacific freight 
office, was compelled to send his wife 
and family away, on account of the for- 
mer’s ill health. Being desirous of econ- 
omizing he rented the basement of No. 
1334 Omaha avenue, and moved into it 
with his furniture. About that time he 
met Davenport, a friend of former days, 
then down on his luck, and like a good 
Samaritan took him in, clothed and fed 
him. On November last during his 
friend’s absence Davenport packed up all 
of Tillinghast’s effects in valises and 
packages, took them down town and dis- 
posed of them. A few hours later he re- 
turned with an express wagon and car- 
ried off all the furniture, which he sold 
to a second-hand man named Brent. With 
the proceeds he absconded, but was ar- 
rested at San Diego, and upon being 
brought back, he insisted that Tillinghast 
asked him to sell the furniture and other 
things for him.

More About Their Operations in San 
Francisco. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of 

Wednesday gives the following additional 


facts about the Wadleighs, the notorious 
deadbeats now operating in that city, atid 


who are well-known throughout Southern, 


California, an account of their operations 
having been pwbdlished in The Times 
Wednesday morning: 

“John Wadleigh and his little wife Irene 
are persistent. The Associated Charities 
has warned the public against them, and 
even the Salvation Army considers them 
not so worthy as they would like to 
have the public believe. 

‘In a letter which Mrs. A. W. Flint of 
local Associated Charities recently 
received from Mrs. ‘H. G. Bath of the 
Los Angeles Associated Charities, the fol- 
lowing passage occurs: 

“ "We hear from Santa Monica that 
the Wadleighs have gone north, as they 
said they were better helped in San Fran- 
cisco. Mrs. Wadleigh said her husband 
could not work, for he had been raised 
a pet.’ 

“Irene and John have been .wanderers 
ever since they were married. They have 
traveled all over the West. | 
they lived in ease in this city. But fate 
has not always béen so kind to them. 
Generally they have been in poverty. 
During the past eight years Mrs. .Wad- 
leigh has borne four children. 

“An instance of Wadieigh’s assurance 
is given by members of the Salvation 
Army. While Wadleigh was living at 
1633A Fulton street, last spring, -hhe at- 
tended the Salvation Army meetings. He 
applied for aid. A soldier was sent to 
Wadleigh’s house and found him most 
comfortably established in a flat, which 
contained very good furniture, apparently 
Wadleigh’s. Wadleigh coolly asked that 
the army pay the house rent, which wat 
$25 a mink: Wadleigh was asked i! 
he did not think he could get-a plac: 
where the rent was a little,lower, as he 
was asking to be supported by charity. 
Wadleigh was dropped from the army’s 
list of the needy. 

“About this time Mrs. Wadleigh pur- 
chased a $16 baby buggy. When asked if 
she did not think more economy should 
be used, she tarily replied that she had 
just as much right to have nice things as 
anybody. 

“It is not probable that the Wadleighs 
will remain much longer on the Coast, 
as they are ‘well known all over California, 
and the people of Oregon and Washington 
have been warned against them.

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PRE-MILLENNIALISTS. 


INTERESTING SESSION Of THE 
‘CONFERENCE. 


Papers Read by a Number of the 
Ministers—Dr. Frost Delivers 
a Most Eloquent 
Address. 


Yesterday was another good day at the 
Pre-millenial Conference. All of the ses- 
sions were well attended. and several in- 
teresting papers were read. The morning 
session opened with an article on ‘“‘Bibli- 
cal Interpretation’’ by Rev. T. W. Haskins. 
The speaker argued for a literal interpre- 
tation, according to the ordinary usage of 
language. 

The second paper by Benjamin Douglas 
was read in his absence ‘by Dr. Frost. His 
subject, ““‘The Great Day of the Lord,” 
was t&ndled in a masterly manner, and 
showed a great deal of research. ‘‘We are 
told of a public great day of the Lord,” 
said the speaker, “which is to be a 
thousand years’ duration, or the millen- 
nium. It will be inaugurated by Jesus 
Christ at the end of this dispensation, and 
it will be the period of His promised per- 
sonal appearing. There will be a time of 
iruth at its beginning, and another to 
accompany its end, while the intervening 
thousand years will be blissful and glo- 
rious, beyond conception. 

“Christ first descends into the air for 
His saints, who are translated and caught 
up to meet the Lord. Then, after an in- 
terval, He descends with them, and His 
feet stand upon that same Mount of 
Olives were last His footsteps trod. And 
now shall be the thousand years of 
Him who loved us wnto death; and from 
God incarnate, that He might satisfy God's 
claims for man, and restitute all things 
and carry out this all eternity beyond 
God's original plan. The son of David, 
the King Himself, will be at Jerusalem 
and on David's throne. After the millen- 
nium will be the judgment of the great 
white throne. It will embrace all the 
unholy dead only. They will be con- 
demned to the lake of fire which is the 
second and final death.’’ The paper closed 
with a marvelous description of the new 
heavens and the new earth in the eternal 
state, and the countless millions of the 
Saved nations walking in the light thereof. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The afternoon session was opened by a 
song @nd prayer service, led by Mr. Boyn- 
ton. Dr. Read read the next paper on 
“The Church and the Kingdom.’ Mr. 
Read said that the lack of careful study 
had resulted in confounding the church 
of Christ with the kingdom of God. The 
Church of Rome claims to be the church. 
God employs language in the sense that 
Man uses it. Let us understand His word 
to say what He means. Church in Christ 
and kingdom in heaven. Church signifies 
a body called out. The Holy Spirit dic- 
tates words. The word “kingdom” is t 
administration of all secular affairs on i 
earth or principles of righteousness. In 
David's reign, we have the con-secular 
idea of the kingdom. Christ's throne is 
to be an eternal kingdom. Christ is to 
restore the Davidic kingdom, “and His 
throne will be just as real, as actual as 
David's throne. The words church and 
kingdom are not interchangeable. Look 
at the difference. The church is the out- 
growth of the living Christ. The church 
came of the death. Like a “corn of 
wheat.” Christ died. then came forth the 
resurrected Christ and the church. Christ 
met His disciples and breathed upon.them 
the Holy Spirit, thus vitalizing them, as 
the nucleus of the church. 

The kingdom is in the covenant of 
David. Matthew establishes the claim of 
Ohrist to the throne of David. John’s 
preaching was: ‘Repent, for the kingdom 
is at hand!” Christ preached the same, 
but “He came unto His own, but His 
own received Him not.” Then Christ 
faught them that the kingdom was post- 
poned. The character of His preaching 
was changed from this time until the 
second advent. The kingdom was pre- 
sented to the Jews, but they derided Him. 
The kingdom of God was not within the 
Scribes and the Pharisees. The kingdom 
is mot in any man naturally to be evo- 
luted. It must be begotten. No man 
can be educated naturally up into saint- 
ship. The manifestation and doctrine of 
the church were entirely unheard of un- 
til Christ's time. The present attitude and 
mission of the church is that of a mourner, 
and its place one of humility. There 
are those ridiculing the people in this 
conference, but fear not, little flock, it 
is your Father's g00d pleasure to give 
you the kingdom. Our business on this 
earth is to witness. The same word 
translated “‘‘witness’’ is translated “‘mar- 

We should resort to business 
in this world as an incidental makeshift. 
When Christ comes it will be with abso- 
lute sovereignty. 

Rev. J. P. Flint, a Presbyterian minis- 
ter, read the next paper on “The Prac- 
tical Power of the Blessed Hope.” “Is 
the coming of Christ a practical truth?” 
said the speaker. ‘‘All truth is practical, 
this more especially. The truth under 
discussion has had great distortion. We 
are not to blame for fanatics. On the 
other hand, we will not withhold this 
glorious hope. It has its practical power. 
It illuminates the word of God. It has 
good effect on Christian character.”” The 
speaker related his own experience, in 
which he had received four distinct and 
wonderful blessings. ‘“The practical hope 
gives zeal for service,’’ he went on. “‘It 
never cuts the nerve of missionary effort. 
Those who hold this hope are foremost 
in the field.”’ 

EVENING SESSION. 

‘The first address of the evening was de- 
livered by Melville Dozier; subject, ‘‘The 
Names and Functions of the Messiah.’’ 
The speaker depicted the attitudes in 
which the Messiah has stood to the world 
from the beginning, and it yet to stand. 
He described briefly His work as Creator, 
as Preserver of creation, as Destroyer of 
the wicked, as Redeemer, as High Priest 
or Intercessor, and as King over all the 
earth. 

The paper presented these phases of the 
. Messianic character largely in biblical lan- 
guage, and recognized the final phase, that 
of “Lord of lords and King of kings,” as 
the crowning name and function of the 
Messiah, toward which all other names 
and functions lead, a in which they 
unify. 

Dr. Frost then delivered the second part 
of his great address on the “Signs of the 
Times.”’ The first half dealt with mission- 
ary and religious signs: the second half 
treated of Gentile signs, Jewish signs and 
social signs. ‘“‘No man knows the exact be- 
ginning of the times of the Gentiles,”’ he 
gaid, ‘“‘and no man can know the exact time 
of its ending. The Bible deals exclusively 
with Jewish chronology, hence no confi- 
dence can be placed in the calculations 
Made upon a basis of Gentile chronology. 
The conditions and history of Gentile na- 
tions constitute the signs of the times 
from the Gentile standpoint.”’ 

The speaker proceeded in his veculiarly 
forcible way to give an array of facts rela- 
tive to the political history and present 
condition of Europe, attributing the threat- 
ening and uncertain condition of affairs 
there to the influence of the prophesied 
fact that iron should be mixed with clay. 

“The second Gentile sign is the fact that 
Jerusalem is no longer being trodden under 
foot by the Gentiles. The nations are wil!- 
ing to see it controlled nominally by the 
weakest nation, the sick man, but no one 
Geigns to assert supremacy, and soon the 
hold of this sick man will be loosened. 
Third, blindness in part shall be given 
unto Israel until the fullness of the Gen- 
tiles is come in, Why is so much being 

in the interest of the Jews today? 

© blindness of the Jew is passing away, 
and the characteristics of Gentile deca- 
dence and Jewish restoration are enacting 
before our eyes, Fourth, the Jewish signs 
of the times. The speaker, in beautiful 
, compared the identity and pres- 
ervation of the Jewish race to the Gulf 
stream, maintaining ite identity in the 
midst of waters of the Atlantic, and ulti- 
mately returning to its place of beginning, 
exemplifying the, Jewish restoration, First, 


Jewish emancipation from Gentile oppres- 
sion. Dr. Frost gave a magnificent review 
of the historical facts relating to the re- 
moval of legal restrictions from the Jews 
among the civilized nations of the earth, 
culminating in the petition of the people 
of the United States to compel the Russian 
government to lift its heel from the neck 
of the Jews. 

God's voice seems to say to all, nations 
of earth: ‘“‘Let my people go.’ 

Second—Civil promotion of the Jew; for 
years the Jews have been the bankers of 
the earth. During the iast few years the 
Rothschilds alone have loaned to the lead- 
ing countries of the world over %480,000,- 
000, and many more millions to smaller 
States. 

The Jews have alsd been promoted to 
many civil positions and to leading places 
among the educators of the world. The 
presence of the Jew in the educational 
institutions contributed much to the up- 
lifting of such institutions. The’ speaker 
gave a multitude of startling facts exhibit- 
ing the marvelous progress by the Jews 
in recent years. Third—Jewish restora- 
tion to Palestine. With unsurpassed elo- 
quence, Dr. Frost marshaled the facts 
relative to the restoration of God's chosen 
people to their God-given home. No re- 
port could give any conception of the 
overwhelming vigor of the speaker's 
method and matter. His description of the 
rebuilding of Jerusalem and of the gath- 
ering of the tribes was full of intense in- 
terest. Fourth—The return of the rains 
to Palestine. For centuries Palestine has 
been an almost ratniess region, in keeping 
with prophecy. But of late years the rains 
have been of increasing average, just as 
the Bible indicates would be in the latter 
days. Fifth—The Palestine railways have 
made wonderful progress in recent years; 
in which work nearly all the nations have 
in some way participated. All these 
things were predicted to take place in the 
last days. But the Jews are returning to 
Palestine as Jews, not as Christians. They 
are yet to be again scattered by the anti- 
Christ, and again restored for the last 
time to receive their rejected Messiah, 
and to dwell with him forever. 

Finally—‘The Social Times of the 
Times."’ First—The signs of expectation. 
All races, religions and schools are in 
the attitude of anxious expectancy of 
some great and awful event. What 
means this condition over all the earth, 
but the imminence of the greatest event 
of all history, the return of the great God 
and King? Second—Signs of agitation. 
How. monarchs seem agitated on their 
thrones! How every part of the earth, 
physical, mental. moral and social, is 
agitated beyond all measure. The world 
has never seen the time when such per- 
turbation existed. Third—Signs of inves- 
tigation. Both in matters secular and re- 
ligious, commercial and scientific, inves- 
tigation is far in advance of anything 
known in the past, and this Is but the 
fulfillment of prophecies concerning the 
last days. Fourth—Signs of continuation. 
Some still ask, ‘‘Where is the sign of His 
coming, for all things continue as in the 
beginning?’ The speaker refuted this 
idea in most convincing terms, and showed 
that those who ask it are willingly de- 
ceived. 

Fifth—Signs of revolution. The dread- 
fully unstable condition of government 
was portrayed with great power and 
showed to be in keeping with the prophe- 
cies touching the last days. Sixth—Signs 
of dissolution. Under this head the 
speaker exposed the corruption of society 
in such terms as almost made the biood 
of his audience run cold. Seventh—Signs 
of lawlessness. The fearful lack of re- 
spect for all law and order, and the ten- 
dency to desperation in all departments or 
life were depicted in a masterly way. 

Dr. Frest closed this magnificent effort 
with a burst of impassioned eloquence, 
which proved a fitting end to one of thé 
= efforts ever made from any plat- 
orm.

The Athletic Club team is showing up 
in excellent shape in team work, much to 
the satisfaction of the coach, Harry Wal- 
ton, who is devoting his whole time and 
attention to them.

THE RAILROADS. 


LITTLE TROUBLE CAUSED 
BY THE RAINS. 


BUT 


All Breaks Repaired and Trains are 
Running on Time—Facts About 
that. Southern Pacific 
Crt in Wages. 


Considering the heavy rainfall the rail- 
roads escaped with but little trouble. The 
Southern California experienced some in- 
convenience from sloughing on the sides of 
the cuts in the Cajon Pass, but the ter- 
races worked well, and there was nothing 
like the delay in previous years. The lines 
were all clear by noon. The east-bound 
overland was held at San Bernardino 
Wednesday night, and the westbound at 
Barstow. 

Southern Pacific train No. 20, due .to 
arrive here at 7 o’clock Wednesday even- 
ing, was delayed at the washouts at White- 
water, fourteen miles east of Colton, and 
arrived about 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Train No. 19 yesterday morning left on 
time. The Santa Barbara train, due last 
avening at 9 o’clock, was detained several 
hours. 

THAT SOUTHERN PACIFIC CUT, 

Despite the work of the professional agi- 
tators, aided and abetted by exaggerated 
sensational publications, there is not the 
slightest prospect of trouble on the South- 
ern Pacific over the so-called cut in wages 
of certain classes of employees, which goes 
into effect January 1. As a matter of fact, 
as has heretofore been stated in The Times, 
the so-called cut is more in the nature of 
an equalization of wages and work, and 
was acquiesced in by the men when it first 
became known some weeks ago. 

Heretofore, there have been four en- 
gines on the Yuma passenger run, the men 
getting forty-eight hours’ lay-off at full 
pay. After January 1 three engines will 
do the work, the men getting thirty-six 
hours’ lay-off. The wages remain the 
same, $4.70 per day. 

The local passenger runs are not affected. 

On the hill division eight engines have 
been doing the work. Six engines will be 
employed after January 1, the men getting 
twenty-four and thirty-six-nour lay-offs, in 
place of forty-eight hours. The wages re- 
main the same. 

In the freight service there has been ro 
reduction of wages. Hervtofore five and a 
half days have been allowed for the round 
trip to Yuma. This will be reduced to four 
days and a half. 

The brakemen have heretofore run 3300 
miles for $80 per month. They will get 
the same wages, but will have to run 3700 
miles for a month’s work. 

The switch engineers have been reduced 
$10 per month, the only direct cut made, 
and the engineers on the Sacramento hill 
divison have been advanced $15 per month. 


A BIG DEAL. 


BUTTE (Mont.,) Dec. 20—It is stated on 
good authority that an offer has been made 
to sell the Butte, Anaconda and Pacific 
Railroad to the Burlington. General Man- 
ager Holdredge, General Freight Agent 
Crosby and Commercial Agent Johnson of 
the Burlington aré in Butte and made a 
tour of inspection over the Butte, Ana- 
conda and Pacific Company, with Marcus 
Daly, president of the latter |company. 
Holdredge refused to deny or 
report. It is said the Burli 
will build from Billings to’ Butte. 
purchase of the Butte, Aanaconda and Pa- 
cific would give the Burlington a complete 
coast outlet, as it is in course of construc- 
tion to the junction with the Great North- 
ern. 


RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20.—The State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners held a 
short session here this forenoon. Com- 
missioners Beckman and Litchfield were 
present. The Southern Pacific Company's 
freight schedule, announced on, the 17th 
inst.. was submitted and approved, the 
schedule showing an apparent reduction. 
A grain tariff superseding all grain tarifis 
now in effect was also adopted, and or- 
dered into effect on the 29th inst. The 
freight charges for grain carried over the 
linés of the Southern Pacific in 1893 were 
$1,039,129. For the same tonnage of grain 
under the new tariff the freight would 
amount to $880,166, a reduction of, $158,962.

A NEW RAILROAD ENTERPRISE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20.—The San 
Francisco and Los Angeles Railroad Com- 
pany was incorporated today. The com- 
pany’s stated objects are: To build and 
operate a standard-gauge railroad from 
this city to Los Angeles, through the 
counties of Alameda, Contra Costa, San 
Joaquin, Stanislaus, Merced, Madeza, 
Fresno, Tulare. Kern and Los Angeles; 
2lso, to issue stock and bonds and to op- 
erate steamboats, build wharves and to 
receive gifts of property and subscriptions. 
The directors are: Frederick Homer, 
William H. Martin, W. H. C. Fowler, A. 
Judson and W. J. Beham. The amount 
of the capital stock is $20,000,000, and of 
that amount $500,000 worth has been sub- 
scribed by the directors. Each subscribed 
$10,000 except Homer, who holds $450,000 
worth of the stock as trustee. Treasurer 
Judson, of the corporation, has made an 
affidavit to the effec®that 10 per cent. of 
the stock subscribed has been actually 
paid into his hands.

BROADWAY .PROPERTY-OWNERS 
AND THE RAILROAD. 


The City Council as a Court—Th 
Singing Evangelist Has Gone. 
Social Events—Personal 
Mention. 


PASADENA, Dec. 20.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) It was stated. today that 
some of the Broadway property owners 
who are opposing.the coming of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, though they 
signed an agreement four years ago grant- 
ing to a steam railroad a right, so far as 
they were concerned, to pass by their 
property, will try to bring that document 
into court and test its present legal value. 
The Southern Pacific Company acquired 
that instrument along with other asscts 
of the San Gabriel road, and claims that 
under its provisions it fs still yalid and 
the sigfers can be held to their agree- 
ment. The property owners, on the, other 
hand, claim that the instrument is void 
and refuse to abide by it, claiming that 
they signed it under a misapprehension of 
the facts, that it was represented to them 
that the trains that were to run through 
Broadway would be drawn by a “‘smoke- 
less motor’ and operate under a steel 
railroad franchise. Nothing to that effect 
appears in the document to which is ap- 
pended the signatures which were ob- 
tained in 1890 by the.late E. F. Spence, 
Judge Storey and Col. Picher. Conces- 
sions granted freely to tho little San 
Gabriel road attain a higher value when 
wanted by the great Southern Pacific, and 
the signers of that grant and easement 
of damages claim an unfair advantage will 
be taken of them unless the Council 
maintains a position which will pectect 
them and -invalidate the document. e 
Council is thus ne in a peculiar posi- 
tion. If it insists that before a franchise 
is granted to the railroad the company 
must first settle and pay damages to all 
property owners'.it will, in effect, be 
making a judicial decision that the agree- 
ment referred to is worthless—a preroga- 
tive that, in the opinion of most people, 
pertains only to the court. The Council 
will not take decisive action on the fran- 
chise ordinance until the meeting of De- 
cember 31, and there is time yet for the 
objecting signers of that agreement to 
take some action in court which may es- 
tablish their status. . 

At the meeting of the South Pasadena 
Council the other evening, when repre- 
sentatives of the Southe Pacific were 

- asked if their desire for a _ franchise 
through that place would depend upon 
the success achieved in. securing the 
Broadway frapchise in this city, the an- 
swer was that it would not, but that 
when the South Pasadena franchise is 
obtained the road would be built as far 
as it could go: ' 


WET WEATHER FOR BACTERIA. 


‘The weather clerk played another trick 
on Prof... techie in turning on, 
for the second time, a,rainstorm to. keep 
him from having a large audience to hear 
his lecture. Notwithstanding the rain 
about fifty people congfegated in the Uni- 
versalist Church Wednesday, evening to 
hear the lecture on “Bacteria.’”” The 
speaker did not deliver the whole of the 
lecture d ned for the occasion, reserv- 
‘ing the ter part ofsit for another time 
and better weather. “In investigating bac- 
teria,”’ said the speaker, ‘‘they are grown 
in liquid media or upon solid media. The 
liquid media most in use are bouillon and 
milk, and the solid media used are boiled 
eggs and potatoes, flesh-peptone gelatin, 
and flesh-peptone agar. To procure the 
meat water for either the bouillon or the 
solid media finely chopped meat is allowed 
to stand in cool water for twenty-four 
hours. One and one-fourth pounds of pure 
lean meat is used to each quart of water. 
It is very difficult to extract from meat 
the nutritious part, as the albuminous mat- 
ter is nearly insoluble in water. Heating 
the meat increases the insolubility of the 
nutritious part. Hence the ordinary beef 
teas contain little’ but the flavors of the 
meat. The same is true of the ‘“‘meat ex- 
tracts’’ upon the market.

RAILROAD SCHEME. 


An Effort to Secure the Indorsement 
of the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Citizens at 


Large. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. <0.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The San Diegan-Sun of De- 
cember 19 says of the fake San Diego Pa- 
cific Railroad, before mentioned. by The 
Times: “The epecial railroad committee, 
consisting of D. Schuyler, Joseph Flint, 
H. L. Story, M. A. Luce, Philip Morse and 
T. J. Hayes, met at the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday and held a conference 
with several-of the directors of the road. 
A number of questions were asked and 
answered, and at the conclusion the com- 
mittee appeared to be of the opinion that 
San Diego should unanimously indorse the 
enterprise. J. A. Flint moved that an- 
other mass-meeting be held, and that reso- 
lutions indorsing the enterprise be adopted 
and sent out as the sentiment of San Di- 
ego. Schuyler, Luce.and Morse were ap- 
pointed a committee to draw up the reso- 
lutions and report at a meeting to be held 
Saturday night.’ 

The majority of the members of this 
committee are believed to be respected 
citizens. H. L. Story is reported to have 
succeeded C. E. Mayne as president of the 
road. Mr. Story is a respected citizen. 
It is not known how it is possible to fol- 
low out J. A. Flint’s suggestion, and do 
so truthfully, as regards the honest senti- 
ment of San Diego toward this fake road, 
in thé face of the record that the board cf 
directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
has refused to allow the name of the 
chamber to be used as a reference by the 
promoters of this road. The Chamber of 
Commerce is supposed to represent the 
commercial sentiment, in a measure, of 
of this community. The social, socialistic 
and, in certain directiqns, so-called jour- 
nalistic sentiment of n Diego may fa- 
vor a railroad of -non-assessgable sbares, 
payable on the installment plan. The fac- 
tor of non-assessability of this corpora- 
tion’s steck, under California’s laws, '‘s 
one of the fascinating items in the pros- 
pectus of the San Diego’ Pacific. Railroad 
which, it is so ardently hoped by a few 
people, will join the shores of the raging 
Atlantic and Pacific main by a band of 
steel which shall causé railroad compa- 
nies to approach produce-raisers on bended 
knee and offer each rancher a $50 chromo 
for each carload of freight; also a sewing- 
machine and a free trip to Europe in 
case the shipper demands it.

DAMAGE CAUSED BY WEDNES-

Piers of the Motor Line Bridge are 
Washed Out—Meeting of the

BIG IRRIGATION SCHEME. 

, James G. Foster of London, Eng., whose 
name has been associated with the Bear 
Valley Company’s.affairs as the represen- 
tative of the English boudhoiders, was in 
the city yesterday tn connection with an- 
other enterprise and one of greater magni- 
tude even than the Bear Valley scheme. 
He is connected with the Columbian Col- 
onization Company, recently incorporated 
in Illinois, and their plan is to revive the 
‘Victor Dam’’ scheme, which collapsed 
during the panic. The company has a 
capital of $4,000,000. They are now nego- 
tiating with the original projectors of the 
enterprise, and that was the purpose of his 
visit. He informed your correspondent 
that arrangements were not entirely com- 
pleted yet. He left for Los Angeles, and 
from there will proceed East, where the 
final action will probably be taken. The 
enterprise will fuinish water for nearly 
400,000 acres of land, and a town is to be 
founded to be named Columbia. 

At the narrows of the Mojave River near 
Victor is the site for the proposed dam, 
and the basin this side of that the location 
of the reservoir. From this point the water 
will be carried north toward. the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad, and the proposed 
town of Columbia will be located on that 
road, in the midst of what is to be a beau- 
tiful, fertile plain, composed of orchards 
and thrifty fiélds of grain, alfalfa, etc., 
all recovered from sterility by the water 
from the Mojave River at Victor. 

The Santa Fe road runs right through 
the narrows, the proposed site of the dam 
and reservoir, but permission has been ob- 
tained from the company to rebuild the 
read for a short distance, taking it out 
of the narrows and placirg it on the higher 
ground, skirting the p lake or 
reservoir, and shortening the distance con- 
siderably. 

The plan is to build a submerged dam to 
secure all the underflow and bring it to 
the surface, and with the quantity thus 
obtained proceed with the distribution of 
water and as more was needed to proceed 
to build the dam in sections as wanted. 
The narrows is an ideal spot for a dam, 
as the width is such that a short dam will 
be all that is necessary, and it can be run 
up 175 feet with solid rock on both sides 
with which to connect it, with a solid rock 
foundation, and plenty of stone right at 
hand for its construction. 

The main canal is to be forty miles in 
length to reach the proposed site for the 
future city, and the investment of a mil- 
lion dollars will be necessary to put the 
plant in working order, but when once 
built-it will add millions of dollars to the 
wealth of the county.

THEY WILL NOT SURRENDER ™ 


THEIR OFFICES. 


County Officers Who Failed of Re 
election Will Make a Fight on 
~ Technical Grounds— 
Their Reasons. 


RIVERSIDE, Dec. 20.—(Special Corre 
spondence.) A council of the county offi- 
cers who failed of re-election was held to- 


day, and the decision practically agreed 


to not surrender their respective offices. 
This stand is taken under the county gov- 
ernment act of 1891, upon the statement 
of which there should not have been an 
election this year, as the present officers 
were elected to serve for the balance of 
an wnexpired term which does not expire 
unt#l 1896. Also upon the ground that if 
the county government act of 1893 i 
cor stitutional, which provided that all 
egunty officers shall hold office for four 
years beginning January 1, 1895, and that 
the act itself was to take effect January 
1, 1895, which affects all counties except 
those formed after the act, which should 
come under the immediate provisions of 
the act. Consequently Riverside, Mader& 
and Kings counties began work at ones 
under the act. This provides that the 
officers shall be elected for four years. 
The officers claim that to give up their 
places they may be held responsible for 
the offices when a decision is received 
from the Supreme Court. The officers who 
have practically decided upon this coursé! 
are the Sheriff, Assessor, Superintendent 
of Schools, Auditor and four Supervisors. 
A large number of attorneys have been 
consulted and the opinion is pretty gen- 
eral that the officers had better keep 
their seats. There is a great deal of ex- 
citment over the situation, especially 
among the newly-elected officers and their 
ardent supporters. A very interesting 
time is expected when ‘the day arrives ® 


upon which the new officers should be 
sworn in. 


FIRST ORANGES SHIPPED. 


The first carload of oranges from River- 
side this year went out last night, bound 
for San Francisco for the holiday trade. 
The fruit was sold f. o. b. at $2.50 a box, 
another carload left tonight for the same 
market, and brought the same price. This 
is later than usual for the first ship- 
ments to be made, but there is a desire 
to hold the fruit until it is riper? 

CITY TRUSTEES. 

The City Trustees met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon, all members 
being present. A petition was received 
from the Riverside Orange Packing Com- 
pany of Arlington, asking for a deputy 
city marshal for that part of the city, 
The petition was accompanied by . the 
Statement that because of the prevalence 
of thieves in that section it is 
to keep everything worth stealing under 
lock and key. The matter was referred 
to a special committee. The arrival of 
the winter rains and the effect they have 
upon the streets has again awakened ths 
citizens to the necessity of additional ime 
provements. During the greater part of 
the year the dirt roads with which the 
city is provided, are plenty good enough 
for the place. They are noiseless and 
easy upon the horses. But when the 
rainy season arrives the necessity of 
something better is painfully felt, as the 
mud becomes very deep upon all the 
streets. Pedestrians, especially, demand 
better accommodations, and the cry is 
made for crosswalks, a large part of the 
city having no such convenience for avoid- 
ing sinking into the depths and leaying 
overshoes there. Last month a large 


number of crosswalks were ordered placed « 


near the schoolhouses for the convenience 
of the pupils. Yesterday petitions were 
granted for the placing of crosswalks at 
the following localities: Across Almond, 
Chestnut and Walnut streets on the north: 
side of Eighth; across Fourth on Lime 
street; across Lime on the north side of 
Fourteenth street; across Prospect avenue 
on the east side of Lime street, thence 
across Lime street to the west side. 

A petition was presented for the widen- 
ing of Myrtle street between 
and Cridge streets and referred. 

The Moreno stage asked for a subsidy 
from the city, and the matter was re- 
ferred te the City Attorney. 

For furnishing meals to the city pris- 
oners bids were received from F. Bam- 
berger, whose bid was for 12% cents, and 
L. M. Cundiff, who wanted 14 cents. The 
contract was awarded to Bamberger, who 
gave a bond for $500, with George F.
